This is used for 
free and part-free hospitalization 
for needy patients and for the op- 
eration of various free clinics, 
These clinics are: Mental and Child 
Guidance Clinic; Cancer and Tum- 
or Clinic; Pediatrie Clinic; Dental 
Clinic; . Tubercilosis Ciinic, hgld 
threa -times monthiy Crippled 
Children’s and Speech Clinic; and 
an Orthopedic Clinic. : 


The money, expended for this pur- 


«| pose [8 not properly chargeable to 


the fees paid by paying patients. 
It should be a direct obligation 
for all the people of Franklin Cun- 
ty to undertake in order to provide 
for its needy. 


The Franklin County Public Hos- 
pital hopes to obtain $10,000 from 
the towns outside of Greenfield 
during this drive. Goals for each 
town have not been set.
